Officers jab Hornet, PR man

Two ASI executive officers 
took the liberty of interjecting per- 
sonal and derogatory comments 
about two nonagenda matters into 
last Friday's ASI Executive Com- 
mittee meeting in the University 
Union's Miwok room 

ASI President John Giannoni 
accused The State Hornet of 
engaging in politics when it printed 
an article in Friday's edition which, 
in effect. said the Board of Fiscal 
Matters did not come to a decision 
on what to do with an ASI trailer 
vacated by the Ink Machine 

ASI Executive Director Larry 
Bliss verbally attacked CSUS 
Public Affairs Director Duane 
Spilsbury for the type of in 
formation he collects and hands 
out 

Both remarks were made alter 
Giannons had gaveled the meeting 
to order. No recess had been called 

The Hornet article by staff 
writer Cindie Bender did not point 
out that BOF M had voted to allow 
the Veteran's Center to rent the 
trailer over the claims of several 
other groups, including the Child 
Care Center. A’ correction § is 
printed elsewhere in this issue. 

The omission caused a flurry of 
calls to Hornet editor Dave Miller 


from members of the student 
government 
Student Senator Tony Mary 


initiated an informal discussion of 
the article with a reporter just prior 
to the beginning of the meeting 
Several others present joined in, in- 
cluding Giannoni 

The discussion was still active 
when Giannoni gaveled the meet- 
ing to order. That's when the 
president made this comment:

Department chair sues administration

The English Department chair 
would rather fight. 

Professor Vernon T. Hornback, 
the embatted chairman of the 
CSUS English Department has 
filed a $200,000 lawsuit against 
President James G. Bond and 
David Ballesteros, the dean of arts 
and sciences. 

Hornback, who was appointed 
to a one-year term as departmental 
chair instead of the usual three- 
year term, has charged ad- 
ministrators with humiliating him, 
with “scorn and embarrassment.” 

The suit was, filed in Sac- 
ramento Superior Court Nov. 18; it 
is a part of the continuing hassle at 
CSUS over the control of 
departmental chairs. 

Hornback believes it goes 
beyond the mere struggle of 
departmental chairs. He told The 
State Hornet during an interview 
at his office Monday that the ad- 
ministration violated his First 
Amendment rights by appointing 
him to a one-year term. 

The protessor contends that his 
one-year appointment violates his 
right to criticize administration 
policy; uncontested reprisals may

lead to denial of one’s rights to 
comment 

“The administration has not 
attempted to hide the fact that my 
criticism led to the one-year term,” 
Hornback said, adding: 

“I only got the one-year ap- 
pointment because they didn't ex- 
pect the reaction of students, 
faculty and English departments 
around the country.”

jornback says the president of 
the English Council, who 
represents 105,000 junior colleges, 
Donald Smepp wrote to the CSUS 


president to oppose the ad- 
ministration’s attitude toward 
Hornback. 


The professor believes he can 


win the lawsuit. 
“1 wouldn't have sued them if I 


didn’t. We have ample documen- 
tation that the administration 
deliberately set out to stop my 
criticism and to warn others not to 
criticize them. A letter from the 
dean simply said that much I 
would not be reappointed because 
I had criticized.” 

Hornback suggests that many 
Americans believe employes have 
the right to criticize their em- 
ployers. He believes a jury will side 
with him against the employer, 
saying: 

“Few people accepted it when 
Richard Nixon argued that way,” 
Hornback said, comparing his 
fight with the Watergate scandal 
and whether “anybody has the 
right to determine anyone's 
freedom of speech.” 

Hinting that more ominous rep- 
risals may lie on some distant 
horizon or around the next bend in 
the road, Hornback says he is fight- 
ing a First Amendment battle as a 
matter of principle. 

“You can't allow the violating 
of rights because it may be in a 
different context next time. 

“If they can get me, they can get 
you .. . anybody . they've 
diminished our freedoms a little 
bit.” 

Hornback says he does not 


know if other departmental chairs 
are being pressured by the CSUS 
administration. 

“The climate on campus is 
chaotic. repressive. | think the 
current conilict 1s the role of tne 
faculty — it’sexplosive right now.” 

Hornback told The Hornet that 
his suit, which is supported by the 
United Professors of California, 
would have been filed despite the 
climate at CSUS. 

Although he does not know if 
other departmental chairs are get- 
ting administrative heat, sv tv 
speak, he would not be surprised. 

“Nothing would surprise me 
now, You're looking at a guy who 
has taken all the crap he’s going 
to.” 

He does not expect other ~ 
departmental leaders to buckle 
under administrative pressures. 

“| think (the departmental 
leaders) are pretty savvy and I 
don't think they bully easily,” 
Hornbdack said. 

Hornback says his suit is not 


designed to destroy Bond, 
Ballesteros or CSUS. 
“Hopefully (the suit) will 


straighten them out. You don’t set 
out to destroy by defending 


yourself.”

Regarding the Health Center 
itselt. director Sue Snively said 
don't see how we can financially 
keep the center open and provide 
basic full services. It would cost $46 
an hour if we can get people to 
work at night.

The Executive Committee also

(CPS) — Standing in the aisles 
of college bookstores across the 
country are hundreds of students 
groaning and sighing as they peek 
cautiously at the price on the inside 
cover of the assigned textbook 
Their heads swim as they silently 
tally up the bill for this semester's 
required books. 

Next semester will be worse if 
book prices continue to rise as they 
have steadily for the past 10 years 
Prices for publishing materials 
have fallen victim to inflation and 
the financially-troubled textbook 
industry is passing those increases 
on to tts captive audience 
students 

The textbook is still the primary 
teaching tool in the majority of 
undergraduate classes. And college 
students at most school stores pay 
exactly what the publishers have 
suggested. Trying to undercut the 
competing bookstores in the area 
would result ina serious loss to (he 
bookstore since the profit margin 
on textbooks is so low, according 
to the manager of a University of 
Minnesota bookstore 

“We make far less than one 
percent profit after all our expenses 
are taken out.” claimed Jim 
Simons, manager of the bookstore 
at Oregon College of Education 
Simons also said that many 
bookstores are not getting enough 
to cover the cost of the books, ship- 
ping and handling. To cover the 
costs, some college bookstores are 
charging students for the freight 
cost as wellas the actual cost of the 
textbooks 

According to Simons, textbook 
prices have not risen as drastically 
this year as they have in the past 


Although Denes, as chair of the 
Student Senate Board of Fiscal 
Matters, is an automatic member 
of the Faculty Senate committee 
on Fiscal Affairs, records show she 
has not attended any of the 
meetings of that committee 

Giannoni and Denes also have 
not attended any meetings of the 
Hornet Foundation Although 
former ASI President Terry Frost 
last vear attended all Hornet Foun- 
dation

At most bookstores, an out- 
dated edition is worth nothing 
Books which have been used for 
one quarter or semester and have 
not been reordered by another 
professor for the next are worth 
almost nothing. The manager

If a book is going to be used 
again for the next semester, 
students may be able to buy the 
extbook used. usually at 75 
percent of its origina! price. But 
with the heavier use of paperback 
texts, used books are becoming 
more scarce. Some book dealers 
believe paperbacks are the 
student’s worst buy. 

“There's little ~~ price 
difference between paperback and 
hardback books in certain 
instances,” one said. “Hardback 
books are also more durable than 
paperback books and attain a 
higher resale value.” 

Not all bookstores seem to be 
struggling with low prices and high 
costs, however. The “non-profit” 
bookstore at Western Washington 
State College has accumulated a 
surplus of $297,000 in the past few 
years. The bookstore gives dis- 
counts on many items, but con- 
tinues to show a prefii. Many

Student target of Yelverton’s ‘new weapon’

CSUS Campus Police Chief 
Donald Yelverton, who has been 
losing his parking violation war 
with students, has found a new 
weapon.

All of this began Wednesday 
morning when I drove into the tem- 
porary (dirt) parking lot south of 
the University Union. The lot was 
virtually full, except for a 20-30 car 
space, in the middle of which stood 
a CSUS policeperson. | pulled in 
near the officer and asked why 
these spaces were being reserved. 
“The president, (CSUS President 
Dr. James Bond) is having an af- 
filiates lunch and you can’t park 
here.” she replied. “You mean 
you're reserving placed for “af- 
filliates” in our “open” parking lot, 
when | paid $15 for a sticker and 
they didn't?” Yes was the reply. 
Well, this policeperson and I ex- 
changed words for awhile, after 
which | said simply, “No hard 
feelings, but I know a rip-off when 
I see one,” (or something like that). 
“Ticket me, and I'll see you in 
court.” As I left for class the officer 
suggested that the car might be 
towed away. In my naivete I denied 
the possibility that the chief of a 
university police force would pos- 
sibly act so callously, believing that 
it would be in the best interests of

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the University or the student body. 
No, I'll accept a citation as the 
result of an act of civil 
disobedience, go to court, and jus- 
tice will be done, | thought. 

When I returned three hours 
later, | noticed that the University 
Police were directing some vehicles 
(those of the “affiliates”) into the 
newly graded, marked “towed- 
away zone” north of the barricades 
that mark the end of the temporary 
lot, south of the Union. This was 
now the reserved area, a lot where 
student parking has always been 
prohibited. | talked with the of- 
ficers in charge and he said he had 
ordered the change because it had 
become too difficult to keep 
students out of the reserved area in 
the “open” lot. (I can understand 
why). After looking for my car for 
a few minutes, and deciding it was 
no longer in the “open” reserved- 
unreserved area of the lot | 
retumed to the officer in charge, 
and reported a stolen car. 

Chief Yelverton and | talked in 
front of the campus police station 
after | returned from picking up my 
car ($20 towing, $4 “storage”). As | 
stated above, he would not cite me 
for a parking violation, for he must 


have known that his having my car

towed from the middle of an 
“open” parking lot, while reserving 
space for off campus guests of the 
University president, and further 
exacerbating an already difficult 
parking situation, would be a dif- 
ficult thing to defend. Particularly 
in light of the tow-away zone extact 
on the north side of the temporary 
lot barriers some 60 feet from 
where my car was towed, and 
where the visotors eventually were 
told to park. 

I do not claim to have been 
right, but I do not feel that | am en- 
tirely wrong in this matter. What ! 
intended was to plead my case in 
court. Don Yelverton has denied 
me that opportunity. The right of 
the chief of police to order the tow- 
ing of a student vehicle is a non- 
judicial and_ irreversible 
punishment. 

I told the chief I intended to 
write this letter. The results, he 
said, would be “one man's 
opinion.” He was right, but it is 
also my opinion that perhaps a 
man who 1!) has little empathy for 
the students over whom he has so 
much power, 2) chose to cir- 
cumvent judicial review of the case 
by ordering a more immediate 
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economic sanction, and 3) chose to 
aggravate a serious parking 
problem on campus by opting to 
use the temporary lot for the 
President's guests, when two 
superior choices for guest parking 
were both known, and available, to 
him. Those choises are a) the lot 
eventually ordered used for the 
purpose by the officer in the field. 
and b) “bagged meter” parking in 
the visitors lot, which was used last 
month for this purpose. 

When asked why the visitors lot 
was not used again this month, the 
chief replied: “Some of the af- 
filiates got pissed off last month 
about having to walk so far to the 
Union. So we had to get something 
closer.” 

| am not upset about guests on 
the campus, nor am I trying to 
offend the University affiliates. ! 
would not be complaining now, if | 
had received a citation for being 
illegally parked. What | am upset 
about is the attitudes on the part of 
the chief of the CSUS police, that 
now he is free to arbitrarily wreak 
economic disaster on students 
who, until now, have had the 
benefit of judicial review in parking 
cases.
